Mrs. Ammon knew this and a few years ago she took in 
ber bands some of the saltoftrath ard a few oats of the 
spirit ard started out across the meadow of Euclid Avenue. 
This is one of the clover Gelds in reality of earth and time, 
metaphorically speaking, and is said to be one of the finest, if 
mot cc Ruest, avenues iu any city of the world. And on this 
she bad her beautifal palatiai home. Conferring with a few 
Spiritualists and friends of the cause, she concluded to throw 
open her house for spiritual meetings, to send ont invitations 
to such as she felt were sufiiciently interested in advanced 
ideas to respond, and there to form the nucleus of a society 
which shouid finally bund a temple or edifice worthy of the 
Cause and essential to its advancement here. An interest was 
created which filled her house sometimes to overflowing and 
called a> d ber some of the ablest minds of the city, and 
resulted in the formauon ofar organization which was called 
“The Society for the Advance of Scientific Spiritualism.” 

Mrs. Ammon thought the society should holidjits meetings 
in this private way until means could be obtained for the 
building of, or a lease giving absolute control of some place, 
baildiny or hall, in a locality and of a kind suitable and 
meeting the requirements of the case. But when once a 
society 1s organized the majority must rule, and the majority 
thought that the work could be removed to some public 
ball until such time as the building could besecured or built. 
This she felt was premature and sne expressed herself at the 
time, saying, “It will never now accomplish what I intended 
itshou!d. It will die as other organizations have died before 
it” Those who differed with ber at that ume may feel that 
there were other causes for its failure. 

Batcertain itis that it has gone the way of many others 
in the land in the past of the history of Spiritualism. 

As a form the list of membership was turned over to Mr. 
Lees to be of any service it might to him in future work, but 
im reality the Society for the Advancement of Scientific Spir- 
Itualism was srad. At the close of a course of lectures last 
season, conducted by Mr. Lees, he announced from the plat- 
form that he should not undertake this work for another sea- 
son, aad, if lectures were held ia Cleveland for the] season of 
18g2—’g3, some one else would have w assume the responsi- 
buty. Knowing this, and thai it could not be looked upon 
as an Opposition movement to anything already in operation, 
Mr. C. Bird Gould conceived the idea of the present “Inde- 
pendent Course of Lectures.” He felt with others that it 
should be desirably located—uapon the ground floor, central 
-and attractive. Such a hall had just been refitted and fur- 
„nished, and he set himself to work with azeal and earnestness 
most commendable. 

We are often asked where are our young people, and why 

are not more of them interested in Spiritualism? Mr. Gould 
is a young map, earnest and enthusiastic in his love of and 
Joyaity to the cause of Spiritvalism, and when such under- 
take to Carry on a measure of this kind they should receive 
athe hearty support of all lovers of the cause. Mr. Gould 
found thirty persons who subscribed liberally.to a fund which 
should be drawn upon in case the meetings were not found to 
be seli-sustaining. He resolved upon securing notonly some 
of the ablest of our own platform workers, but able exponents 
of free rrligion and scientific scholars. This has been done, 
and Rev. Minot J. Savage, Solomon Schindler, both of Boston, 
Rev. Howard MacQuearey (recently tned for heresy in Cleve- 
land), amd B. F. l nderwood were representatives of those 
schools. One wouid have supposed that every Spiritualist at 
least wou'd have taken an honest pride in the success of this 
movement. The prospectus says: “This movement is in- 
tended to be a campaign of reason vs. superstition, knowledge 
vs. faith, facts vs. ignorance, candor vs. prejudice, free thougnot 
vs creed, and integrity vs. atonement. Qar battle cry, the 
one so wel! known to our ancestors in abolition times, ‘I am 
in earnest, I will not equivocate, and I will be heard.’” 

In order that this movement should be crowned with suc- 
cess every Spiritualist who could possibly have done so 
should have given his or her aid by personal attendance 
upon the services, which were made an evening service only, 
and did not therefore interfere with Lyceums east or west 
side, or with any of the daytime gatherings.
